MYP STUDENTS RECEIVE EASSESSMENT RESULTS 


The MYP team at Dubai International Academy are proud to announce a significant improvement in our MYP results. 
This year we had 128 students registered for the May 2018 examination session and we maintained our steady 
progress in increasing our MYP Certificate student grade average from 41 points to 42 points out of 56 respectively. 
Impressively, we gained a 10% jump in our overall student pass rate moving from 86% of students passing the MYP 
Certificate to an impressive 96% pass rate. Our subject results reflect these improvements with DIA having subject 
averages above world averages in 16 out of 21 subjects with a highly respectable subject average grade moving from 


5.05 to 5.22 out of a total of 7 marks.
